Rabbi Goldberg, who is Senior 
Minister of thé Manchester Con- 
gregation of British Jews,: a con- 
stituent of the Reform Synagogue of 
Great Britain, said that there would 
be representation over this case at 
high level on the Christian side. He 
thought that the cause of such dis- 


-criminatory acts was ignorance. 


There was, he thought, a great link 
between ignorance and bigotry. 

Rabbi ‘Goldberg had earlier 
explained that all sections of the 
Jewish Community, Orthodox and 
Reform, were represented on _ the 
Council for Christians and Jews, 
which was formed nationally in 1942 
after the world “had seen the experi- 
ence of bitter racial and religious 
conflict.” It existed to foster good 
relations between people of different 
races and different religious back- 
grounds, and in particular, of course, 
between Christians and Jews. In 
Manchester, the Council had helped 
Jews and Christians to live. together 
in greater harmony, and to understand 
each other’s religions, he said. — 


HAMPSTEAD RESOLUTION 
ON RACIAL VIOLENCE 


The Hampstead branch of the 
Council of Christians and Jews has 
sent the following resolution to the 
Council : 

“ This committee of the Hampstead 
Council of Christians and Jews is 


profoundly disturbed by the recent. 


outbreaks of racial violence, and 
appeals for a relationship of good will 
and co-operation between all races.” 


KING GEORGE VI 
MEMORIAL 


Scheme Almost Complete 


The Council of the King George VI 
Foundation announces that the task

George VI, has in the main been 
completed. During that time over 
£1,800,000 had been subscribed. 

Apart from the statue of King

SERMON OF THE WEEK 


PERIOD OF REDEMPTION 


HE cynic says that the Jew is 

a specialist in self delusion. 

He refuses to accept his fate. 
In the darkness of his immediate 
present he constantly dreams of the 
brighter days to come. His 
prophets, teachers, and preachers 
indoctrinate him with the belief that 
a time will come when his troubles 
will end and a great period of 
redemption will be inaugurated. He 
is convinced that his enemies will 
be confounded and destroyed and 
that he will ultimately emerge to 
the light of a new day of freedom 
when justice will dominate the 
affairs of men. | 


The same cynic looks askance 
at Jewish eschatological literature, 
the storehouse of works which 
picture “the end of days” and the 
salvation to come in incal- 
culable, unpredictable future. The 
Haftara for Shabbat Chol Hamoed 
(Ezekiel xxxvili-xxxix) is part. of 
this literature. It depicts the wars 
of Gog and Magog, the enemy’s 
preparations to overthrow Israel, 
and his attack upon the heart of 
Jewry—the city of Jerusalem. 


This Haftara forms a_ natural 
sequel to that read on the first day 
of Succot which contains the vision 
of Zechariah. This prophet pre- 
sents a picture similar to that of 
Ezekiel, depicting the nations turn- 


ing their hearts to worship the one 


God and coming to the sanctuary 
to celebrate the Festival of Succot 
This 
season of the ingathering of the 
fields’ produce serves to symbolise 
the ingathering of Israel’s exiles. 


A SIMILAR concept of the end 


of days is duly reflected in 


rabbinic teaching and finds expres- 


sion in the form of a trilogy of 
ideas. The dominant features of 
that age will be the wars of Gog 
and Magog, the travail preceding 
the Messianic Age and the last 
judgment of the nations. 
Superficially all this seems fanci- 
ful, imaginative, and unrealistic. 
To the heartless critic it appears 


woven web of delusion. 


that by accepting such ideas we 
enmesh ourselves in a_ closely 
Yet on 
reflection it must be realised that 
these symbols are far from illusory. 
They represent in the simplest 
terms the forces of violence and 
oppression, and the evil inherent in 
man’s nature. which act as a con- 
stant obstacle to the attainment of 
the Messianic Age when the spirit 
of righteousness shall dominate 
human action. 

The Jew still believes that only 
through suffering can men appre- 
ciate true goodness, and he lives 


in a siate of self-projection into 


the future, confidently hoping and 
trusting that the’ good will ulti- 
mately prevail. This is not delusion 
but optimism: a healthy outlook 
which gives courage to those who 
musi still bear the pain and the 
burden of the interim. 


BUT those who -consider them- 

selves all-wise and understand- 
ing, who cling to rationalist theories 
and claims, and submit human 
sentiments to the most penetrating 
tests only succeed in explaining 
things away. They offer no substi- 
tute for the hope which true senti- 
ment evokes. Cynicism can only 
succeed in creating even greater 
disillusionment, leaving a void 
where once there was faith. It 
offers no escape from the powers 
of evil which are real. 

Survival demands a belief in the 
time to come when the causes of 
evil shall disappear. The Jew is 
not presumptuous in visualising a 
day of celebration and thanksgiving 
in anticipation of that time. His 
optimism sets the stage for that 
great occasion and even the date 
for its performance. It will occur 
during a great universal celebration 
of the Festival of Succot when the 
hope and the joy of the festival 
will be shared by all the nations. 
And the theme of that celebration 
is to be found in the words of 
Ezekiel : 
Myself and sanctify Myself and I 
will be known in the sight of men, 
and nations shall know that I am 
the Lord.”

EXTRADITION 
TREATY 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Discussions to arrange an Extradi- 
tion Treaty between Israel and Britain 
began in London this week. 

The chief Israeli representative at 
the talks is Mr. Joseph Kokia, the 
Director-General of the Israeli 
Ministry of Justice. During the ‘next 
two weeks he is to meet officials of 
ak British Foreign Office and Home 

ce. 

The talks began on Wednesday at 
the Home Office. Assisting Mr. Kokia 
in the discussions is Mr. I. Ben-Meir, 
Deputy Legal Adviser to the Ministry 
of Justice. 

Although it has taken some four 
years for the present stage of negotia- 
tions to be reached it is not expected 
that there will be any undue difficul- 
ties to hinder the successful outcome 
of Mr. Kokia’s mission. This is 
because, in the main, Israeli law is 
similar to that of Britain. There are, 
however, differences. For 
instance, Israeli law does not normally 
allow Israeli citizens to be extradited 
if the fundamental reason for. the 
demand is of a racial or religious 
character ; nor if an Israeli is, wanted 
by another country on a murder 
charge and conviction on such a 
charge would mean the death sentence 
for the individual concerned. 


Israel, said Mr. Kokia, intends to. 


safeguard herself so that she does not 
become a reception area for dangerous 
criminals who might have _ been 
granted Israeli citizenship under the 
Law of Return. “If a person is 
wanted by another country on a 
criminal charge we will agree to his 
extradition even though he is an 
Israeli citizen.” Mr. Kokia told me. 

It ig very probable that the Treaty, 
when. signed, will be of a retroactive 
nature, -This means that a person who 
has fled from a criminal charge in his 
own country and has adopted Israeli 
citizenship some time ago will not be 
safeguarded against extradition 
order. “His nationality, for extra- 
dition purposes, will be that held at 
the time of the crime for which he is 
wanted,” said Mr. Kokia.

But the 
camps became choked with more 
and more refugees, and more and 
more money was needed.

$117,000,000. With the declaration 
of the State came the Arab attack 
on Israel, and American Jews 
responded by contributing the 
largest sum ever raised in their 
history—$ 148,000,000.

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KOSHER MEAT 
PRICES 


No Increase at Present 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Representatives of both the whole- 
sale and retail kosher meat trade told 
me that prices had not risen during 
Jast week and that this situation was 
likely to prevail for some little time 
to come. 

Wholesale prices would probably 
not rise during the next few weeks, 


Fatstock Marketing Corporation, 
informed me. On the contrary, he 
added, prices were even dropping a 
little, due to a lack of demand for 
meat by the public. It must be realised, 
however, that—owing to the Holy- 
days—-the situation was not quite 
normal. 

Retail prices, too. had not altered, 
and would not do so for a week or 
two, I was told by Mr. M. Levin, 
Chairman of the Licensed Kosher 
Butchers’ Association. There was an 
increasing reluctance on the part of 
the public to buy the cheaper cuts 
of meat, he added. 

When | asked the cause of last 
week’s shortage of roasting fowls, 
Mr. Levin replied that this had been 
due to overwhelming “last 
minute’ Holy-day’ demand. The 
fowls were not actually in short 
supply, he said, but it was essential 
that butchers should be given at least 
48 hours’ notice by their customers.

But the 
article in the SOVIETSKAYA ROSSIYA 
was written in a warm and sym- 
pathetic tone, and obviously 
intended to counteract the bad and 
undesirable impression created by the 
interview which Mr. Khruschev, the 
Russian Premier, gave to the cor- 
respondent of LE FiGaro, and in 
which he made number of 


derogatory remarks about Jews. He 
accused them of not wanting to. 


undertake any heavy manual work, 
and asserted that numbers of Jewish 
settlers had left Birobidjan on_ this 
account. 

The official Russian news agency 
Tass has since denied that Mr. 
Khruschev made derogatory 
remarks about the Jews, and the 
Russian press, which reprinted—as. is 
usual on such occastons—the Soviet 
Premier’s intervicw given to. the 
representative of the French paper, 
omitted altogether the part dealing 
with Jews.

JEWISH EXHIBITS AT 
BRUSSELS 


Interesting Vatican Section 


From our Correspondent 
BRUSSELS 

Apart from the Israeli pavilion at 
the World Fair here there are many 
other pavilions which contain items 
of Jewish interest. This is so even in 
the Soviet pavilion, which displays a 
large Jewish prayer-book marked 
Siddur Shalom in gilt Hebrew letter- 
ing, housed in a glass case along 
with religious books and manuscripts 
of the various nationalities of the 
U.S.S.R. 

The hostess of the Vatican pavilion 
smiled when I inquired about items of 
Jewish interest there. “ You see,” she 


} said, “I am myself of Jewish origin 


and am only too happy to oblige.” 
Thus I was directed to a section 
devoted ‘almost entirely to Jewish 
objects. It contains an antique Sefer 
Torah, unrolled in one part, in an 
illuminated glass case. There are 
also stained-glass window representa- 
tions of Moses, Abraham, Isaiah, and 


King David. 


In the French pavilion, a display 


representing local Jewry is on view in 


the Religion Section. It includes a 


beautiful model in wood _ of’ the 
Strasbourg Synagogue and books by 
French-Jewish authors, among them 
the philosopher Edmond Fleg, 

All the guides at the American 
pavilion wear badges indicating the 
languages they can speak. One has 
a badge in Yiddish. Apart from a 
few mural paintings by Steinberg, 
representing day-to-day life in the 
U;S.A., there is little of Jewish 
interest here. The same might be 
said of the British pavilion except that 
in the Religion Section there is a 
small reproduction of a synagogue. 

At the entrance of the Canadian 
pavilion is a huge poster on which 
the word “‘ Welcome” is written in 
nearly every language of the world, 
including Yiddish and Hebrew. The 
Religion Section contains a small 
statue of a rabbi holding a Sefer 
Torah and a gold Magen David. 

In the German pavilion there is a 
large display of pictures representing 
Nobel Prize winners. The press officer 
could not tell me who among them 
are Jews, except, . of course, 
Einstein. “ You see,” he explained, 
‘“ we-don’t make any distinctions ; for 
us they are al] Germans.”

Transfer to Israel

_ The World Jewish Congress in New 
York, has transferred to Yad Vashem 
in Israel, about 60,000 index cards 
compiled by the special W.J.C. 
Location Service which was estab- 
lished in 1942. This closes a chapter 
in World Jewish Congress activities 
during which about 25,000 families 
displaced or separated by the Nazi 
onslaught were reunited. 

The work of the Location Service 
won warm praise from such organisa- 
tions as Unrra and the American 
Red Cross.

The transfer of the index cards to 
Israel recalled the heart-rending years 
of efforts to bring families together, 
to restore children to their parents, 
and to reunite relatives and friends.

The 60,000 cards sent to Israel 
represent only a part of the total 
effort in which the Location Service 
was involved. The Service consti-

SURPRISE FOR 


LADY MEGAN 


Welshmen at Israeli Kibbutz 


From a Correspondent 


Tet Aviv 

An incident at the British Habonim 
kibbutz of Kfar Hanassi on the Syrian 
border gave Lady Megan Lloyd 
George her most pleasant surprise 
during her week’s stay in Israel as 
guest of the Government. 

This came when she was welcomed 
on arrival at the kibbutz by a settler 
from Wales, Cardiff-born Eric Eren- 
berg, aged 34. Mr. Erenberg, who is 
the Secretary of the village, was her 
guide during the three hours she spent 
there. She found two more immi- 
grants from the Principality at the 
kibbutz—Yehudit Glick, from’ Swan- 
sea, and Ronnie Cotsen, also from 
Cardiff. 

It was highly appropriate ‘that 
Lady Megan. should visit Kfar 


Hanassi, for this ten-year-old outpost 


settlement is named after Dr. Chaim 
Weizmann, the first President of 
israel, who was a very close friend of 
Lady Megan, and, of course, of her 
father, David Lloyd George. 

Lady Megan told me that she would 
leave Israel happy in the knowledge 
that people in all walks of life here 
remember with gratitude the unique 
contribution of her father towards the 
creation of the State of Israel and his 
constant support for Jewish 
nationalism. 

A feature of her visit was a two-day 
stay during Rosh Hashana at Kibbutz 
Ramat David, named in honour of her 
father during the First World War. 
This village, in the Valley of Jezreel, 
gave her a warm welcome, which was 
repeated wherever she went in Israel, 
she said. She plans to send to Ramat 
David a large photograph of her 


father to be hung in its communal 
dining-hall. 

She said she was tremendously 
impressed with everything she had 
seen on her first trip to Israel. She 
had heard and read so much about the 
progress of the young State that she 
admitted having arrived here wonder- 
ing whether the country would live up 
to all the claims made about it. How- 
ever, the reality. has actually even 
exceeded expectations. Israel is an 
enthralling country for a tourist from 
Wales, where knowledge of the Bible 
has resulted in a wide familiarity with 
the history of the Holy Land. She 
recalled that her father—*“ for whom 
the history of the Bible was as real as 


‘the history of Wales. itself 


stated that he had heard of the Valley 
of Jezreel even before he had heard 
of the Valley of Glamorgan. 

Addressing an enthusiastic Tel Aviv 
meeting, organised by Mapai and held 
under the chairmanship of Mr. 
Moshe Sharett, Lady Megan said that 
the progress and development she 
had seen on her travels here made it 
hardly credible that it was only 40 
years since the Balfour Declaration 
and ten years since the establishment 
of the State of Israel. “ This State is 
one of the wonders of the modern 
world,” she declared. 

She stated that David Lloyd George 
had - cared passionately about the 
Zionist ideal. He had _ understood 
Jewish nationalism because he had 
belonged to a small race which had 
had to fight for its separate existence 
for hundreds of years. | 

Lady Megen started her talk, which 
dealt with various aspects of the 
British Labour Party’s policy, by 
wishing the audience a Shana Tova.

CO-OPERATION 


Funds for Development 


JERUSALEM 

About $10,000,000 credit has been 
provided by Mr. Moshe Meir, head of 
the Liberian Construction Company 
(in which Israeli capital is also 
invested) for construction and develop- 
ment projects in Liberia. The money 
will be spent partly in Israel for pur- 
chasing. building materials. This was 
announced to the Finance Minister, 
Mr. Eshkol, by Mr. Emmett Hermon, 
Director of the Liberian-American

Mr. Hermon, accompanied by Mr.

Mr. Hermon 
told the Finance Minister that there 
were good prospects of expansion of 
Israeli-Liberian economic relations.

Upon his return to Liberia, Mr. 
Hermon will also arrange the dispatch 
of Liberian’ students to Israeli 
universities.—(J.T.A.) 


SUCCESSFUL GROWING OF 
SUGAR CANE

Experimental . growing of sugar 
cane in the Hula and Jordan Valley 


areas has been termed. successful -by 


the Israeli Ministry of Agriculture. 
Commercial growing will start in the 
coming season. 

Locas production this year supplied 
about 12,000 tons of refined sugar 
(9,000 tons at the Afula refinery and 
3,000 tons at the Ramat Gan sugar 
refinery), all produced from sugar 
beets. 

Sugar cane is supposed not only to 
close the gap between this figure and 
total consumption of sugar in Israel, 
which reached 55,000 tons this year, 
but also to lengthen the period of pro- 
duction of the refineries, which is now 
limited to about 70 days in a year.—

500 DRUG ADDICTS 


Court’s Leniency 
Criticised

JERUSALEM 
There are about 500 drug addicts in 
Israel, according to a police report. 
Half of the drug addicts are said to 
come from Arab countries and from 
Persia and Turkey. Ten per cent of 
the addicts are women. | 
The most frequently used drugs 
(about 50 per cent) are morphine and 
opium. This survey excludes hashish, 
which is smoked by many thousands 
of people in Israel. : 
About 100 to 200 people are 
annually brought to the courts in con- 
nection with drug addiction. The 
report criticises. the leniency of the 
sentences imposed. The report states 
that the supplies are obtained either 
through forged prescriptions or with 
the aid of doctors and chemists after 
payments of large sums of money. 
It is recommended in the report that 
there should be a card index of 
known addicts and drug traders, that 
legal restrictions on the supply of 
drugs to doctors be formulated. and 
that the number of prescriptions con- 
taining narcotics should be reduced. 
The report also recommends that 
people brought before the courts as 
drug addicts should be placed in the 
care of hospitals. 


EX-NAZI ELECTED.

He 
is Heinz Reinefarth, one of the five 
All-German Bloc (Refugee Party) 
candidates returned as a result of last 
week’s local elections in the State. 

The neo-Nazi German Reich Party. 
received only 12.983 votes, corre- 
sponding to 1.1 per cent of the poll, 
a decrease of 0.4 per cent. compared 
with the last State elections in 1954. 

The Christian Democratic Union 
won 33 of the 69 seats. and the Social 
Democrat Party 25 seats. Other 
parties which are to be represented 
in the new Parliament are the Free 
Democratic Party and a Danish 
minority party.

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SIMCHAT TORAH 


IN our religious calendar we are 
now progressing towards the con- 
clusion of the series of celebrations 
which mark the inauguration of the 
New Year. Tomorrow is_ the 
Intermediate . Sabbath of _ the 
Harvest Festival of Succot, and it 
will be followed by the observance 
of the seventh day of this Festival 
as Hoshana Rabba. Sunday even- 


‘ing and Monday will be Shemini 


Atseret, the Eighth Day of Solemn 
Assembly, when the seasonal change 


.in the agricultural calendar finds 


Special mention in the synagogue 
liturgy, Then, on Monday evening 
and Tuesday, will come the last of 
thése sacred occasions in Simchat 
Torah, the Festival of Rejoicing for 
the Divine Law. It is indeed 
appropriate that these weeks of 
celebration which usher in the New 
Year should thus terminate on the 
note of happy thanksgiving: “ Let 
us rejoice and be glad with this 
Law, for it is strength and light 
for us.” 


Chronological reckoning attaches 
special significance to 5719 as a 
Sabbatical year, with which jn 
Biblical times the Festival of Succot 
had a special association: ‘ At the 
end of every seven years, in the 
set time of the year of release, in 
the Feast of Tabernacles, when all 
Israel is come to appear before the 
Lord thy God in the place which 
He shall choose, thou shalt read 


' this Law before all Israel in their 
hearing. Assemble the people, the. 


men and the women and the litile 
ones, and thy stranger that is 
within thy gates, that they may 
hear, and that they may Jearn, and 
fear the Lord your God, and 
observe to do all the words of this 
Law.” Six years ago this ancient 
ceremony of Hakhel was revived in 


_ the reborn State of Israel, forming 


a precedent which will doubtless 
‘be followed after the close of the 


present Sabbatical year. Herein 
is another reminder of the 
immemorial traditions of the 


' Jewish people which are finding 


new meaning in our own day and 


generation. 


The beginning. of a New Year, 
together with the ingathering of 
the past year’s harvest, would seem 
a natural time for us to celebrate 
the completion and renewal of our 
annual cycle of reading the Torah. 
However, it is worthy of note that 
the Festival of Simchat Torah has 
no Biblical sanction. In ancient 
times, a triennial (and possible, also 
a septennial) cycle obtained, and 
this day of Rejoicing in the Law 
originated about a millennium ago. 
This is interesting evidence of the 
ability of traditional Judaism to 
meet changing needs and develop- 
ments. The fact that Simchat 
Torah has now become one of the 


most popular of our religious 
observances, with a _ wealth of 
spontaneous merrymaking and 


folk-cystoms attached to it, shows 
the way in which a living tradition 
requires to be sustained and 
repienished by ever-fresh  out- 
pourings of spiritual endeavour. 


The special readings from the 
final and the opening passages of 
the Torah-Scroll are reinforced by 
the Haftara. The lessons of the 
Torah need to be supplemented by 
the reading of the first chapter of 
the Book of Joshua, which declares 
the continuing significance of the 
Torah for all succeeding genera- 
tions: “Only be strong and very 
courageous, to observe to do 
according to all the Law, which 
Moses My servant commanded 
thee. . . . This book of the Law 
shall not depart out of thy mouth, 
but thou shalt meditate therein 
day and night, that thou mayest 
observe to do according to all that 
is written therein; for then thou 
shalt make thy way prosperous, and 


then thou shalt have good success. 


Have not I commanded thee? Be 
strong and of good courage; be 


» not affrighted, neither be thou dis- 


mayed; for the Lord thy God is 
With thee whithersoever thou 
,goest.”” 


With the consciousness that we 
can still rely on this unfailing 
source of strength and guidance, 


the Assembly. 


we indeed have cause for rejoicing 
in our spiritual heritage. The 
Divine values which the Torah 
proclaims are the eternal verities: 
deeds of truth and righteousness 
and justice; ways of lovingkind- 


ness and mercy, of life and peace. 


So far from being outdated, the 
practice of these virtues was never 
more needful for the happiness of 
men and nations. Not without 
reason do we rejoice in the Torah 
so that we may greet the coming 
year with confidence and good 
cheer. 


GOOD 
NEIGHBOURS? 


ONLY those who had built high 
hopes on Mr. Hammarskjoeld’s 
Middle Eastern mission will be dis- 
appointed by the contents of the 
report which he has just presented 
to the United Nations. The Secre- 
tary-General undertook this task in 
accordance with the resolution of 
August 21, put forward by the 
Arab States and unanimously 
adopted by the Special Session of 
The effectiveness 
of Mr. Hammarskjoeld’s mission 
depended more than anything else 
on the sincerity of the Arab States 
in their declaration of good neigh- 
bourliness. Events have shown that 


the professions of good will were 


skin deep, and the Jordanian dele- 
gate at the United Nations only 
this week complained of the semi- 
boycott from which his country js 
suffering and the continuing radio 
war against it. If the Arab States’ 
declaration of brotherly love 
could have been taken at its face 
value, Mr. Hammarskjoeld’s task 
would have been much easier and 
he might then have been able to 
present the United Nations with a 
workable plan for ensuring Middle 
Eastern peace. In the circumstances. 
we must be grateful for the some- 
what meagre results which he has 
achieved but which should not be 
underrated. In the- first instance, 
he has produced a formula which 
enables Britain and the United 
States to withdraw their troops 
from Jordan and the Lebanon 
without loss of face, for no one 
anticipated that they would ‘be 
there for ever. They achieved their 
task in securing a certain degree of 
stability at a moment, three months 
ago, when—following the revolu- 
tion in Iraq—the situation was 
verging on complete — chaos. 


Secondly, the Secretary-General has 


received the agreement of the Arab 
States to the extension of the 
United Nations “ presence” in the 
Middle East. With a minimum of 
tools at his disposal he has been 
able to arrange for a strengthening 
of the U.N. observation group in 
the Lebanon, for the stationing in 
Jordan of a so-called “U.N. organ” 
with liaison offices in Beirut and 
Damascus, and for a “roving 
Ambassador” based on New York 
who will maintain constant contact 
between the Middle East and 
United Nations headquarters. He 
has also offered U.N. economic 
assistance to the ten Arab countries 
which sponsored the August 21 
resolution. 


This extension of the activities of 
the United Nations in a_ highly 
explosive area must be welcomed 


by all those who wish to see the . | 


U.N, playing an increasing réle in 
maintaining the peace of the world. 
Whether it will prevent a coup 
d'état in Jordan or a revolution in 
the Lebanon it is not possible to 
say, but no one supposed that the 
United Nations would ever be in 
a position to ‘prevent disorders 
within a country. Its object is to 
maintain peace between the nations 
and to ensure that disputes between 
them are settled by negotiation. 


The Middle East’s path towards 
the attainment of stability is a very 
difficult one, but some progress can 
be recorded during the past three 
months. If the Israelis look with 


misgiving on the withdrawal of . 


British troops from Jordan they 
may at least console themselves 
with the thought that their own 
position has been strengthened 
recently while that of Nasser has 
suffered a setback. Not only have 
their relations with Great Britain 


- improved almost out of all recog- 


nition, but Italy, too, is now 
making friendly overtures, while the 


result of the French referendum 
has had the twofold effect of 


reinforcing General de Gaulle’s 
Government with its strong pro- 
Israeli sympathies, and, as a conse- 


quence of the voting in Algeria, has 
dealt a heavy blow at the Nasser- 
sponsored F.L.N. Government in 
Cairo. This development may well 
encourage the governments of other 
Arab territories to adopt a stronger 
attitude in regard to Egyptian sub- 


version from which nearly all suffer . 


to some extent. Possibly the anti- 
Nasser elements in the Arab 
League may now be able to exer- 
cise a restraining influence over the 
Egyptian régime. Though there 
are still many clouds on_ the 
horizon it may not be: too sanguine 
to hope that the year 5719 will 
mark a turning point for the better 


in Middle Eastern affairs. 


FRENCH REFERENDUM 


_ GENERAL DE GAULLE'S sweeping 
victory in last Sunday’s referendum 
will, on the whole, give satisfaction 
to the large Jewish community in 
France. There is, of course, no 
“Jewish vote” in France, but 
it is clear that the overwhelming 
majority of France’s 325,000 Jews, 
in common with their fellow- 
citizens, expressed their confidence 
in, and gave their support to, the 
architect of the Fifth Republic in 
France’s hour of crisis. Despite 
their natural dislike of totali- 
tarianism in any shape or form, 
French Jews. with the exception of 
the Communists and the Bundists, 
obviously feel that, as jn the past, 
General de Gaulle will, regardless 
of the reactionary tendencies of 
some of his supporters, safeguard 
the rights of the Jewish and other 
minorities. With the referendum 
issue settled—and past experience 
has shown that the General is 
sympathetic to the Jewish people— 
it may be assumed that. France’s 
leader will deal firmly with any 
attempt by extremists to resume 
their antisemitic activities. There 
are, unfortunately, signs that these 
hooligan elements have. .emerged 
from their underground retreats, 
and they were particularly active 
with their Jew-baiting 
during the referendum campaign. 
But the community is confident 
that, as happened recently in 
Algeria, where General de Gaulle 
was instrumental jn securing the 


“removal of an antisemitic editor, 


the authorities will act swiftly to 
deal with this nuisance. Nor will 
responsible people be sorry to see 
the rebuff administered to M. 
Poujade when he arrived in Algiers 
on Tuesday. For Israel, the 
General’s triumph is, of course, 
of great significance, for jt ensures 
continuation of France’s enlightened 
policy towards the Jewish State, and 
Mr. Ben-Gurion’s congratulatory 
message to the General is convinc- 
ing evidence of the genuine friend- 
ship between the two countries. If 
General de Gaulle’ uses | the 
authority he now commands. to 
give practical shape to. his friend- 
ship for Israel, its international 
position is bound to be greatly 
strengthened.

Grammatical Roots of

Prayer” by Rabbi Casper in your 
issue of September 19 is impressive, 
written with the authority and reli- 
gious knowledge and feeling of the 
learned.

Music in Judaism 


Song and dance play a prominent 
part in Judaism, for Jews harnessed 
the power of music to the service 
of God.

A 
description of the scenes has come 
to us: “Pious men and men of 
affairs danced with torches in their 
hands, singing songs of joy and of 
praise, and the Levites made music 
with lyre and harp, cymbals and 


trumpets. and. countless other 
instruments.”

a Massekta.. Another rabbi traces 
this idea back to the time of King 
Solomon: “He came to Jerusalem 
and stood before the Ark of the 


Covenant of the Lord and offered 


up burnt offerings, and offered 
peace offerings, and made a feast 
to all his servants.” 

In the course of time further 
developments took place. The read- 
ing of the first chapter of Genesis 
was instituted to confound Satan's

“ But Lord! to see the disorder, 
laughing, sporting, and. no atten- 
tion, but confusion in all their ser- 
vice, more like brutes than people 
knowing the true God, would make 
a man forswear ever seeing them 
more: and indeed, I never did see 
sO much, or could have imagined 
there had been any religion in the 
whole world so absurdly performed 
as’ this. Away thence with my 
mind strongly disturbed with them, 
by coach and set down my wife in 
No pam Hall, and I to White 
all.” 


Pious Ecstasy 


In the presence of the great 
Chassidic Rabbis there was. no 
room for frivolity, irreverence, .or 
unseemliness.

BROOD OF THE GHETTO 


By GERALD ABRAHAMS 


DEAD-AND-GONE wag 
called the street * Fashion 
Street’ and most of the 
people who live in it do not ‘even 


see the joke. If it could exchange 
names with. Rotten Row, both 


places would be more appropriately 
designated. It is a dull, squalid, 
narrow thoroughfare in the East 
End of London, connecting Spital- 
fields with Whitechapel and branch- 
ing off in blind alleys.” 

Those are the opening sentences 
of the first chapter of Israel Zang- 
will’s masterpiece “The Children 
of the Ghetto.” 

Half a century later it was cer- 
tainly no desire to plagiarise, but 
possibly the conscious admiration 
of pupil for master, that influenced 
Louis Golding when he penned the 


“opening words of Magnolia Street. 


“This is a tale of a small street 
in the Longton district of Doom- 
ington in the north country, _ Its 
name is Magnolia Street; and the 
streets that run parallel with it, 
right and left across the central 
thoroughfare of Blenheim Road, 
are called after the Mimosa, the 
Laburnum, and the Oleander ; and 
several other blossoming shrubs 
that never blossomed in the neigh- 


bourhood since the Romans were 


hereabouts.”’ 
Significant Contrast 


‘And. there, unhappily, the com- 
parison ends and contrast 
begins ; a contrast more significant 
than that which distinguishes 
Zangwill’s Dickensian baroque 
from the placid rococo of the later, 
lesser, albeit more polished, man, 
who learned English from Paton 
and Pater and Somerset Maugham, 
but failed to retain any Hebrew 
or Yiddish, or to recapture any of 
the immanent conteni of Jewish 


spiritual life, from a family on: 


which the spirit had rested. 


Zangwill, be it admitted, was. 


far from being a profound under- 
stander of Jewish realities; was, 
more cold-bloodedly than the 
uncynical Golding, an exploiter of 


what Jewish knowledge and aware-: 


ness he had as “an axe to delve 


with”: careless, withal, of where: 


the chips fell; making a Jew-joke, 


as a music-hall comedian would,. 


for money; just as he jested at 
Gentile life in the style of Oscar 
Wilde and Max Beerbohm—even

better than they—with a skill which 
the “educated” Golding could 
never achieve. Yet, when this is 
said, we still remember that the 
characters in Zangwill express 
something of Jewish life which ts 
Significant and permanent, and 
which makes the pages in which 
they appear. into a Jewish novel, 
and not merely a novel written by 
one who happens to be called a 
Jew ; nor merely a novel in which 
the characters bear the external 
appearances of Jewish people. 


Hostile World 


Both Zangwill and Golding 
failed to realise fully that Jewry 
is something which cannot be con- 
fined in “street,” whether 
Fashion Street or Magnolia Street 
or Petticoat Lane: and that the 
word “ghetto,” which is Italian 
for “street,” expresses the unsuc- 
cessful eifort of a hostile and 
understanding world to confine in 
space that which only flourishes in 
time. But Zangwill’s characters 
carry with them a bit of enduring 
Weltschmerz, and exhale that 
“extra spirit” which differentiates 
the proper Jew, as it differentiates 
the Sabbath. 

Some of. the characters who live 
in Fashion Street (and do they 
not still live?) go out into the world 
and behave “ goyishly ” in that they 
break Jewish laws; but, like the 
Jewish sinner, remain Jews. . But 
those who set out from Magnolia 
Street-—whether reacting from 
Jewishness or escaping from it, or 
never having had it—behave like 
goyim in a different sense. . The 
problems which the author creates 
for them are not Jewish problems 
at all, but unspecific psychological 
The youth who forni- 
cates with the charwoman does 
what any goy can do. And he 
does not need to be a Jew to find 
himself intellectually or emotionally 
embarrassed. Indeed, throughout 
the pages of Golding one is meet- 
ing not persons memorable as 
Jews, but persons memorable 4s 
bourgeois, or proletarians, wrest- 
ling with the life of enormous, 


overwhelming industrial -cities. One . 


is dealing with workers, trade 
unionists, high-school boys. The 
intellectual phase (from the Jewish 
standpoint) is that which is mani- 


fest in large, tough proletarian. 


some of the 


aggregations ; as Jn. the industrial 


areas of Warsaw or New York, or 
for that matter Doomington, which 
is Manchester. One has moved 
from the Shtettel to the slum—from 
the complexities of religion and 
poverty to the simplicities of the 
sordid. One has descended, Kavi- 
yochul, from the townships of 
Mendele and Peretz Smolenskin, 
to the Warsaw of Mottel the Thief. 

In asking what Zangwill has that 
Golding lacks, one ts incidentally 


realising that Sholem Asch was’ 


never the Jewish novelist that 
Mendele was or that Singer has been. 
It may or may not be an historic 
fact that there are no more Yoshe 
Kalbs, but that 
pimps like Mottel ; that there is no 
time in the modern world to pine 
with Peretz over “the wanderers 
in the way of life,” or those buried 
in the “asses’ grave”’; that the only 
possible approach to the Jew in 
modern fiction is to describe him 
“externally” and as a creature 
whose background has ceased to 
exist. He lives among others as 
“an outlier from a tribe,” rescued 
from loneliness only when (like the 
character in Frankau’s story) he 
meets a fellow-tribesman. The 
treatment of the Jew as a present- 
day phenomenon, uninspired by his 
own history, is something that 
Golding does; but not nearly so 
well as Jerome Weidmann (“1 Can 
Get it for You Wholesale”), writ- 
ing in a context where the Jew is 
taken for granted as a. specifie 
denizen of New York life. 


Elusive Spirit 


Literature of this type is litera- 
ture, but is hardly Jewish litera- 
ture. Jewish literature implies a 
background in time, a suffusion of a 
spirit. Perhaps. that. spirit . no 
longer exisis. It jis believed that 
even in Israel (the. bastion of the 
ghetto) there is a problem of 
the meaning of Jewishness for the 
purposes of the Jewish writer. 
(They find refuge in historical 
novels.) Golding in England suf- 
fered handicaps that may not be 
so different from the handicaps of 
rootless, fruitless,. 
among .the Israelis. . The impor- 
tance of Golding in Jewish litera- 


ture is that, in failing to recapture ~ 


a spirit, he demonstrates .how 
elusive’ that spirit is.

£250,000 CLAIM ON 
ISRAEL 


For “ Losses on Mineral

SYNAGOGUE CHOIR 
IN HAMPSTEAD 
Reason for Resignation 


To the Editor of THe JEwisH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—According to the statement 


‘made by Mr. J. Phillips, Warden of 


the Hampstead Synagogue, in your 
issue of September 19, the reason given 
for my resignation as choirmaster was 
that two weeks previously I had asked 
for a “contract for the choir until 
1959” and for an increase in my fees. 
Mr, Phillips went on to say that “ the 
synagogue authorities would not alter 
the existing arrangements,” and that 
accordingly I resigned and the choir 
“was withdrawn.” 


This statement gives a completely 
false impression of what occurred. 
The facts are as follows: 


(1) I resigned in a letter sent to the 
synagogue authorities on September 7 
on account of what I considered the 
high-handed and abusive manner 
towards me at a meeting with the 
synagogue authorities which took 
place that morning. 


(2) The choir was not “ withdrawn,” 
but resigned of their own volition. 
Their decision was communicated in 
writing to the synagogue authorities 
on September 7 signed by all the 
choristers after careful consideration 
of all the facts. 


(3) With regard to the increase in 
my fees alluded to by Mr. Phillips, 
I would point out that an increase in 
salary of £50 per annum was agreed 
upon when the new choir began their 
duties in December last. I have not 
received one penny of this amount 
due to me, but this had nothing what- 
soever to do with the reason for my 


resignation, which I have already 


stated above. In a series of letters 
exchanged between the synagogue 
authorities and myself, since February 
last, I did my utmost to prevent this 
break between the synagogue and the 
choir.

Use of Legal Fictions 


To the Editor of THe JewitsH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—In the correspondence on the 
subject of Secular and Religious Law 
it appears that Rabbi Kahana has not 
quite answered the precise matters 
raised by Mr. Golding. - 


Whether or not Maine has been 
superseded by Diamond, the fact 
remains that Jewish law, in common 
with other systems, has not been slow 
to use fictions to ease the harshness 
of certain provisions where necessary. 
Again, the system of decrees and 
enactments which grew up in Jewish 
law throughout many centuries of dis- 
persion hardly seems capable of taking 
the place of a legislature in the Jewish 
State that now exists. 

Finally, it seems ingenuous to sug- 
gest “because of its strength Jewish 
law does not need to be changed. 
What it needs is explanation and inter- 
pretation.” Apart from other con- 
siderations, every act of interpretation, 
which depends on so many surround- 
ing circumstances, involves potentially 
a change in the law, as is amply 
the history of the 
English doctrine of precedent and of 
the due process clauses of the Con- 
Stitution of the U.S.A. 

No, Mr. Golding’s plea for a 
supreme body ready and willing to 
re‘orm the law (or interpret it, if you 
will) sounds perfectly reasonable and 
Dr. Kahana’s reply not quite apposite.

People More Important 
Than Sputniks

It was a pity that so much time was 
being spent and so much human 
material sacrifice was being made in 
conquering space, crossing the Pole, 
plumbing the depths by submarine or 
by scaling the heights with Sputniks, 
and that so little time was being spent 
by people on_ self-conquest, 
Dayan M. Swift, when he addressed 
the London Jewish Graduates’ 
Association, at the Horse Shoe Hotel, 
W.C.1, last week. 

Self-conquest, Dayan Swift con- 
tinued, would make the world a much 
better place in which to live. It was 
better than world conquest. Today, 
some people were of the opinion that 
science had made such rapid progress 
that religion had not been able to 
keep pace and catch up. This might 
well be true, but religion could afford 
to wait, for many believed that science 
would keep on running until it came 
to a precipice. 

Dayan Swift, who took as the sub- 
ject of his address “ Heaven and 
Earth,” spoke of the need for men to 
adopt an “absolute” rather than a 
“relative” approach towards truth 
and justice. He stressed that it was 
necessary for men to co-exist with one 
another. But they must realise that 
they could not have absolute justice 
and absolute truth without a _ co- 
ordinating factor—God. 

“I believe that we should become 
old-fashioned again,’ Dayan Swift 
said. “I think we should recognise 
sin as a fact. We should try to make 
right what has gone wrong. We 
should try to correct ourselves before 
we think of correcting others. 

“We talk so much of racial prob- 
lems and of colour problems but we 
have not solved the white problem 
yet. We have not solved the problem 
of how to live with each other. 
During the ten days of penitence 
between Rosh Hashana and Yom 
Kippur—we remember that God 
created the world—that there is 
heaven and earth—time and eternity. 

“Instead of trying to get to the 
moon and put a flag in space, let us 
bring that flag down to earth—a flag 
of decency and repentance,” said 
Dayan Swift.

SOCIAL ASPECTS OF RELIGION 


American Studies 


Religion, Society, and the Indi- 
vidual: An Introduction to the Socio- 
logy of Religion. By J. MILTON 
YINGER. New York and London: T/re 
Macmillan Company. 47s.

_ Within the field of sociology the 
Study of religion is beginning to boom. 
Doubtless the temper of the time is 
partly responsible. Perhaps, in turn, 
the sociologists and anthropologists 
are attuning their ears more accurately 


_to the voices of comparative religion 


and theology. This is not to say that 
religious belief and experience are 
essential to the student of religion— 
although there are scholars who would 
defend such a thesis; the point 
is rather that the concepts and 
methods of analysis worked out in 
comparative religion and 
have something to offer to the students 
of society who wish to put religion 
at the centre of their attention. Given 
the specia] social and religious experi- 
ence of the Jews, one might guess 
that a new (and perhaps believing) 
Durkheim could emerge from. their 
ranks to bring the Jewish point of 


‘view to bear upon the sociological 
~ study of religion.

Franz Steiner robbed us of such a 
figure. Meanwhile, Jewry and the 
study of religion in society come 
together most fully in the United 
States. 


We are constantly being told that 
a religious revival is under way in 
America; and if there is in fact no 
revival of religious faith there, but 
rather an increase institutional 
expression (as may well be the case 
with American Jewry), there is at least 
a growing preoccupation with religious 
questions. . Professor Yinger’s new 
book starts on the first page from 
this point, and then goes on to meet 
the curiosity of the reader about the 
kinds of problems studied in the 
sociology of religion and the types of 
conclusion which have been reached. 
The chapters on the relation of religion 
to morals, science, and magic, and on 


religion in relation to social status, 


economics, politics, and social change 
form a_ well-written, interesting, 
scholarly, and reliable guide. Professor 
Yinger also’ has two chapters on 
religion and personality (which con- 
centrate on the Individual in the title 
of his book), but these, in my opinion, 
are less illuminating on the topics 
they discuss than illustrative of the 
vagueness in which American sociolo- 
gists and anthropologists involve 
themselves by dragging psychological 
issues into sociological questions. 


World Issues 


The book is really books, 
because, in addition to Professor 
Yinger’s.text, there is a’ collection of 
thirty-nine readings arranged so as to 


correspond to the major. questions dis- . 


cussed. Againsi the background of 
the interests of an American audi- 
ence the concentration in the readings 
on American writers and themes is no 
doubt judicious. On the other hand, 
one might have supposed that Ameri- 
cans would require some guidance on 
the significance of religious systems 
and movements other than those which 
impinge more directly on their lives, 
Islam just scrapes in (in-part of Mr. 
Emile Marmorstein’s Religious 
Opposition to Nationalism in the 
Middle East,” which also deals with 
the important question of anti-Zionist 
Judaism in Israel) ; but Buddhism and 
Hinduism are ignored. 


Judaism, ancient and modern, is 
well represented, with, justifiably 
enough, a strong stress on its trans- 
formations in the United States. In 
the readings Professor Yinger has 
included a passage from Mr. Marshall 
Sklare’s. book on “Conservative 
Judaism in America” (1955). This 
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well-chosen extract should encourage 
us to pay more attention to the admir- 
able sociological work’ now being 
done on American Jewry and the ré!e 
of Judaism in America. We could 
do with some comparable studies in 
Britain, 


DEMOCRATIC FREEDOM 


The Significance of Israeli Socia- 
lism and the Arab-Israeli Dispute. 
By Jurius BRAUNTHAL. Lincolns- 
Prager. 33s.

This booklet-——written by the former 
Secretary of the Socialist International 
—<deserves close study. While Dr. 
Braunthal writes from the Labour 
point of view, his factual analysis and 
logical reasoning are of general 
interest. The authority. and qualifi- 
cations of the writer are beyond dis- 
pute. He is widely known as a 
political thinker, as a man who has 


travelled far and wide. in Europe 


Asia; as a person of deep sincerity 
and personal integrity. 

For. the Jewish reader the most 
interesting part of the study is the one 
dealing with the Arab-Israeli dispute. 
Dr. Braunthal says that we face here 
a conflict between reactionary feudal 
and semi-fascist autocracies on the 
one hand, and a free democracy with 


unique socialist achievements on the 
other. 


Arab Nationalism 


The author writes as a convinced 
internationalist and supporter of Arab 
aspirations. He regrets. however, the 
barren character of present-day Arab 
nationalism. He says that the Indian 
Socialists accepted the partition § of 
India as an historic fact. and the idea 
of force as a means to restore terri- 
torial unity never crossed their minds. 
Nor is there among them any feel- 
ing of resentment against the people 
of Pakistan. Dr. Braunthal says that 
no Socialist could approve the main- 
tenance of the state of belligerency 
retained by the rulers of the Arab 
countries towards Israel. 

A valuable feature of the booklet 
is the foreword contributed by J. B. 
Kripalani—the veteran leader of the 
Indian Socialist Party, who made a 
world tour last year.‘ He begins by 
saying : “In Israel I saw more of 
social and economic equality than 
anywhere else, cither in Eastern or 
Western Europe.’ He goes on: 
“Israel has-a great lesson to teach, 
especially to the underdeveloped coun- 
tries in Asia and Africa.” Coming 
from a co-worker of Ghandi and one 
of the great figures of Indian public. 
life, these words are an additional 
testimony that Israel has already made 
an impact among the non-committed 
nations of the world. 

Dr. Braunthal’s study is being trans- 
lated into a number of languages 
including Spanish and Arabic: it 
deserves a wide. circulation. 


FOR BOOK-LOVERS 


Jewish Book Annual, Vol. 16, 5719

All lovers of Jewish books owe a 
deep debt of gratitude to the editors 
and publishers of this splendid series 
of annual surveys. The latest is again 
an invaluable guide to current publi- 
cations and literary trends. 

Several articlesson contemporary 
Israeli literature commemorate Isracl’s 
Tenth Anniversary. Among them is 
Mr. David Patterson’s “ Hebrew 
Literature: The Art of the Trans- 
lator”; but it seems a pity that no 
mention is made of the fact that this 
admirable paper formed the inaugural 
lecture of Jewish Book Week in 
London, last February, under the 
auspices of the Jewish Book Council 
of this country. 

Carefully classified and annotated 
book-lists deal with recent English, 
Hebrew, and Yiddish publications in 
America; representative Hebrew 
books in Israel; and “Jewish books 
in English published outside the 
U.S.A.” This laSt section, however, 
does not altogether do justice to 
British publications, as it omits (in 
order to avoid duplication) those of 
them which have also been published 
in America. Thus, many Jewish and 
non-Jewish writers who live and work 
in Britain and whose works are regu- 
larly published in this country, are 
mentioned only in.the American lists. 
Likewise, of course, regarding other 
books published in America, there is 
no indication as to which of them 


‘have also been issued by British pub- 


lishing firms. However, it is good

TEACHING THE 
CHILDREN 


Step by Step in the Jewish Religion.

One of the great problems facing 
Jewry in our age is the tenuous and 
precarious attachment of our young 


people to Judaism ; and this is largely 


the result of lack of faith in the 
beliefs, teachings; and values of our 
religion. How can they be brought 
to believe ? Faith, by definition, can- 
not be proved by logical argument, 
nor can it be conveyed by dogmatic 
ex cathedra assertions, however 
forcefully © pronounced. ~ Faith is 
either communicated by the meeting 
of person with person in a relationshi 

of love and trust—of parent with 
child, of teacher with pupil, of leader 
with follower ; or it is built up step by 
step, beginning with propositions from 
which assent cannot be withheld and 
leading the aspirant from one assent to 
another, until faith is won even in 
the dogmas of religion. 


To a writer only this latter method 


is open, and Dr. Epstein follows it. 
Where other writers of text-books of 


Judaism have begun their works with 


accounts of God and revelation, with 
the credo, with the dogmas and beliefs 
of Judaism, Dr. Epstein begins with 
the ends of Judaism, with righteous- 
ness, love, and holiness, and leads on 
to the knowledge, the training; the 
beliefs, and the practices by means 
by which these ends can be attained. 
His book is thus not only refreshingly 
different, but vastly more effective. It 


will not simply impart knowledge ; it 


will win conviction. 
Guidance for the Young 


Hillel’s famous and unquestionable 
principle, “* What is hateful to you do 
not unto your fellow,” is the first 
teaching put forward for acceptance, 
and its implications are developed 
through the laws of justice, righteous- 
ness, and love to the goal of Judaism 
-—holiness. If the goal is accepted, 
the means have to be accepted—the 
mitzvot which are essential 
training in Jewish holiness; and so 
also must those beliefs be accepted 
which are the authority and impelling 
force in the striving for holiness, the 
beliefs in God, revelation, the election 
of Israel, and the Kingdom of God. - 


The book was specially written with 
younger readers in mind—it is an 
adaptation of the author’s earlier 
work, “ The Jewish Way of Life,” to 
the needs of young people—and the 
style is admirably suited to the pur- 
pose. It is simple, direct, and concise 
without being condescending. It is a 
book which every wise Jewish parent 
should first read for himself and then 
present to his child, and synagogues 
would do well to adopt it as their pre- 
sentation gift to Barmitzvah boys. 

The Soncino Press has maintained 
the high standard of production which 
we have learned to expect from it and 
has been wise enough to appreciate 
that too much type on a page can be 
forbidding to young people. 


BID FOR FREEDOM 


Beyond the Mountains, by Alexander 
Ramati (Eyre & Spottiswoode, 15s.), is 
the story of an attempted escape from 
Central Europe into Persia of two Polish 
brothers, during the war period. The 
preparations, the anxious waiting, the 
sick disappointment over delays, are all 
described with grim realism. Even more 
impressive is the growth of -character of 
the younger brother, whom _ desperate 
need transforms into a figure of resource- 
fulness and final self-sacrifice. The 
author writes with economy and allows 
his people to speak for themselves.

That zany comic Jerry Lewis (who 
is a Jew) wisely submerges much of 
his stylised eccentricities, especially of 
speech, in Rock-a-Bye Baby (“ U ”), 
now to be seen in Technicolored 
VistaVision at the Plaza, Piccadilly 
Circus, W. He shows his versatility— 
as singer, dancer, comedian, and 
impressionist—in a hilarious riot of 
farcical absurdity about the custody 
of a set of baby triplets. Marilyn 
Maxwell, a film. actress, is the mother 
of the children, but she finds it incon- 
venient to admit it. So she packs them 
off to Mr. Lewis, who is an old flame 
in her home town. The fun results 
from his consenting to look after 
them, a task made easier by the 
interest shown in the strange arrange- 


film versions of them. A case in 
point is the treatment given to Nor- 
man Mailer’s best-seller, The Naked 
and the Dead (“A”), now showing 
in Technicolor at the Gaumont, 
Haymarket, S.W. In his book Mr. 
Mailer wrote without restraint of the 
crudities of wartime existence on a 
Japanese-held Pacific island by a 


‘small company of American troops. 


The true, but shocking, language has 
been cut out; people who survive in 
the book die in the film and vice 
versa. But there still remains a 
terrific cinematic account of the 
impact on the minds of a variety of 
men of the senseless barbarities of 
war.

RADIO TRIBUTE TO 
DAVID OISTRAKH

Greetings on behalf of British 
music-lovers were conveyed last week 
by the B.B.C. Home Service pro- 
gramme “ Music Magazine” to David 
Oistrakh, the distinguished Russian 
Jewish violinist, who celebrated his 
50th birthday on Wednesday. 


In brief “profile” of. the 


musician, Mr. Arthur Jacobs, the 
critic, who referred to Oistrakh as a 
violinist of the first rank, recalled his 
first public performance in Britain at 
the Manchester Free Trade Hall four 
years ago. At that time Oistrakh, as 
yet unknown to the British public, 
found himself playing to rows of 
empty seats. Visits, recitals, and 
recordings, however, had since helped 
to bring him close to the hearts of 
music-lovers in this country. 


One of Oistrakh’s outstanding per-— 


sonal qualities was his independence, 
said Mr. Jacobs. 

It was Oistrakh, continued the 
speaker, who had helped to sponsor 
Shostakovitch, who was only one of 
the many distinguished Russian com- 
posers to dedicate works to him. 

The talk was illustrated by excerpts 
from recordings made by Oistrakh.

EXPERIMENT IN EDUCATE 


By WALTER SCHWAB® 


Y the time they reach the age 
B of thirteen, children who 

have attended their syna- 
gogue’s religion classes regularly 
should have a fairly thorough 
grounding in Biblical and post- 
Biblical Jewish history. The higher 
age-groups attending classes—as 
they do in our congregation— 
present a special problem, because 
it is now desirable to integrate their 
basic knowledge with under- 
standing of the complex structure 
of the Jewish community today. 

It is, or should be, our aim to 
teach our children that the Jewish 
world in which they live is con- 
ditioned by, and directly derived 
from, several thousand years of 
Jewish history. That is the primary 
purpose of our teaching Jewish 
history at all. And the children 
should realise that on taking their 
places in the community they are 
entering upon a dynamic organisa- 


tion which has developed from the 


past and is developing into the 
future. 


Broad Field Covered 


Text-books, dealing more or less 
adequately with Biblical and post- 
Biblical Jewish history, are available 
in abundance. But what we wanted 
to impart was not history in the 
accepted sense, and for that the 
necessary scholastic material seemed 
to be entirely lacking. 

Our experiment—and [ call it an 
experiment because we had not 
tried anything similar before— 


covered a pretty broad field. We 


wanted to give our children an 
insight into the present distribution 
of Jews in the world in general and 
in their own country (in this case 
Great Britain) in particular. We 
wanted them to know something 
about the form of communal struc- 
ture into which they were entering, 
the types of institutions, 


in existence, communal offices, 
places of learning, personalities, and 
so on. 


It was quite clear that there was - 


no school text-book which provided 
the sort of information that we 
wanted to import, but that was not 
in itself an insuperable difficulty, 
since improvisation is part of the 
art of teaching, especially in reli- 
gion classes and Sunday schools. At 
length we did find a book, although 
it was not a school text-book, which 
contained a great deal of the infor- 
mation that was needed ‘and, what 
is more, presented that information 
in a readily accessible form. Need- 
less to say, the book was_ the 
“Jewish Year Book.” 


Attraction of Year Book 


As it happened, we were already 
aware that the “Jewish Year 
Book ” offered certain attractions to 
older children, because the librarian 
of our Children’s Library had 
several times been asked to provide 
a copy. Eventually a copy was 
placed on the shelves and proved 
so popular that it was shortly after- 
wards abstracted and had, itself, to 
be replaced. 

But to return to the experiment! 
| We needed sufficient copies of the 
| Year Book to provide one copy 
for each pair of children. This may 


seem a tall order in a class of | 


twenty or more, but there were two 
saving factors. First, it was not 
desirable that all the copies should 
be up-to-date ; in fact it was essen- 
tial that they should cover as wide 
a span of years as possible. 
Secondly, it is amazing what a 
rummage in the synagogue archives 
-—and one’s own domestic book- 
shelves—will produce. Without 
great difficulty we managed to

You know 
how badly water is needed in Israel 
and how little is the rainfall com- 
pared with ours, and you also know, 
from the words in the Shema that you 
recite daily, how there are two main 
seasons for rain—‘the former rain 
and the latter rain.”

Indeed, one of the earliest stories 
that we read of Abraham is when he 
entertained the three angels. As was 
his custom, he offered hospitality, 


Water, precious 
water that had to be dug from the 
wells, was offered lavishly to the dusty 
wayfarers; and they were asked to 
wash their feet with water which was 
so refreshing after the dust of the 
desert. 


The Patriarchs 


Isaac did not dig wells only for 
his own sake but he knew that it was 
the duty of pious people, when they 
take up their abode. to provide the 
people of the neighbourhood with 
water.

The story of the infancy of Moses 
tells how he was laid in water. When 
his mother could no longer hide him, 
she made a little cradle and put him 
on the brink of the waters of the 
Nile.

So you 
can see how we cannot forget our 
patriarch Moses, when we think “of 
the water that is to fall gently from 
heaven and help the crops to grow, © 

You have heard the story of how, 
at God's command, Moses divided the 
waters of the Red Sea, so that the 
people could pass over .on dry land.

of institutions which perform > 
work of a general kind for the 
welfare of Jews not only in this 
country but also abroad. The chief 
of them is the Board of Deputies of 
British Jews, familiarly known as 
“The Deputies.” It actually came 
into existence in 1760 as a small com- 
mittee, but later it grew into the most 
important representative organisation, 
with delegates from almost every 
Jewish congregation in the country. 
But it has no special badge. 
Among other institutions, however, 
perhaps the best-known is the Anglo- 
Jewish Association (the A.J.A.), which

open to all British Jews, and the 
Association performs varied work in 
the communal, cultural, charitable, 
and educational spheres of our com- 
munity both here and abroad. Its 
symbol shows the Tablets of the Law 
(on which are the Ten Command- 
ments, as you know) surmounting the 
globe. You will hardly need to be 
told what the shining Hebrew word on 
the tablets, “ Echad,” means, but the 
Hebrew motto below is translated as 
“Every Jew is responsible one to the 
other.” | 
As the “A.J.A.” is specially noted 
for the schools it has founded ‘and 
maintained for Jewish children 
abroad, we also give here the badge 
of one: of those schools, the Selim 
Jewish School at Aden. Aden is a 
British colony in Arabia. You will 


_ see that besides the Magen David and 


a Scroll of the Law (on which are the 
Hebrew letters M3, standing for 
“Keter Torah,” or “Crown of the 
Law’), there is the phrase “ Shema 
. Yisrael,” “ Hear, O Israel.” 

There is another kind of representa- 
tive institution, called a “ friendly 
society.” ‘Friendly societies’ came 
into existence in England in the last 


century, when working-men usually 
clubbed together and paid a small 
weekly subscription of a few pence 
into a central fund, from which they 
assisted each other in times. of sickness 
or for burial purposes when a mem- 
ber unfortunately died. It was a kind 
of early sickness insurance before the 
State began the National Health 
Service. Jewish men formed such 
societies, usually called “ Orders,” and 
each Order was divided into branches, 
usually called “lodges,” in different 
towns. Not all of them used these 
terms, however. 

One such society, which was 
founded in London in 1891 but which 
later moved its headquarters to Man-

chester, is the Order of Ancient 
Maccabeans. : It had another object 
besides the normal friendly society 
activity, and that was the encourage- 
ment of Zionism—the modern move- 
ment for the return of Jews to the 
Land of Israel—and -many. distin- 
guished British Zionists have belonged 
to it. Its name and its badge are 
‘reminders of its purposes: Macca- 
bean, to recall the famous Jewish 
heroes of 2,000 years ago whose brave 
acts resulted in the institution of 
Chanucah—note the eight-branched 
candelabrum in the badge—-and the 
Magen David behind the candelabrum. 
The branches of this Order are called 
** Beacons,” 
beacon fires lit by the ancient Macca- 
beans. 

Another “order” is the Workers’ 
Circle Friendly .Society, founded. in 
1909. Besides friendly society work, 
it engages in social and educational 
activity. Its badge shows a map of 
the world, “circled,” and on it are the 
letters “W.C.” from its title, and 
the Hebrew letters 8, which are 
the initials of the Yiddish “ Arbeiter 
Ring,” which also means “* Workers’

equipped from the Jew as_ such. 
He was a Hellenist by culture: and 
only Jewish in his chameleonism ; 
in becoming more Hellenistic than 
the Helene. Thirty years ago a 
young Oxonian, fresh from writing 
the obituary of Israel Zangwil! in 
the pages of this very hebdomadal, 
found himself moving a vote of 
thanks to Golding for the latter’s 
reading of some sketches of Judea 
about to be published. With more 
shrewdness than courtesy he 
pointed out that Golding’s obses- 
sion with the horses of Pharaoh 
Necho and the chariots of Assyria 
did not allow a Jewish view of a 
Jewish land; that he was treating 
Jewish history as pagan; that in 
his contemporary writing his Jews 
were types externally: seen-—as if 
by non-Jews—with large noses and 
foreign names; that in his work 
he failed to live up to the standard 
of Zangwill. In going forward 
from Babylon he had not arrived at 
Judea but at Hellas, or “ The coast 
of Bohemia”; the mantle of 
Elijah had not fallen on a son of 
the Prophets. 

Replying, with a courtesy tha 
never failed him, Golding said that 
if he had viewed the Hills of 
Judea across the A:gean from 
beside the Parthenon, the move- 
ment of his thought had been 


emotion” (difficult phrase!). He 
declared that he was aware that he 
was not Zangwill; and recounted 
that Zangwill had offered him his 
cloak, but he [Golding] had found 
it much too large. | | 

The fact is that Golding did not 
claim what others claimed for him. 
Admittedly he used Jewish material, 
but not qua Jew. He _ wrote 
English novels, and wrote them 
very well. He was a student who, 
in a different world from Tcherni- 
chovsky’s, discovered the 
Statue of Apollo and worshipped 
it. That prevented him from being 
a Jewish writer. It did not prevent: 
him from being a good man, 
among Jews and Gentiles’ alike, 
and one whose pen and personality 
leave nothing but agreeable 
memories.
